sey fortification tottered and fell. Adirondac Wiet- 
ske Dairy Maid 204072 has just completed her fourth 
year record above 1000 lbs. butterfat and her fourth above 
31,000 lbs. milk, taking from the Jersey marvel, Vive La 
France, the world’s record for four lactation periods for 
production of fat. Her figures as given in a letter from 
her owner, H. V. Bridgford, president of the Bridgford Hol- 
stein Company, Patterson, California, for her fourth year 
record are 1,003.7 Ibs. fat from 31,518 Ibs. milk. 
Antagonism between the various dairy breeds is, of 
course, to be deplored. Instead of fighting one another, 
the great: dairy breeds should unite in common cause 
against the scrub in the interest of the dairy industry. 
Healthy breed rivalry, on the other hand, is an entirely 
different thing and a good stiff race between, let us say, 
a Holstein and a pth is something that friends of both 
breeds watch with a great deal of interest. It is, there- 
fore; not out of place to speak briefiy of the little race 
that is being staged between Viva La France and Ad- 
irondac Wietske Dairy Maid. The Jersey started as a 
two-year-old was tested each year for her first six freshen- 
ings, after which, unfortunately, this great cow was lost 
to the dairy industry.

The best 7-day record of Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid was 41.02 Ibs. butter from 831.7 lbs. milk and was 
made in her six-year-old form in January 1920. She was 
run for sixty days on official test, averaging over 120 
Ibs. milk per day and over 5 lbs. butter per day. If she 
had been run for the full year, she would doubtless have 
made an even better year record than she did in any of 
the succeeding years for her 7-and 30-day productions 
were both considerably higher than at any later fresh- 
ening. Be that as it may, her owners did not see fit 
to run her for a year at that time, but she has honor 
enough without that. 

At three different freshenings, Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid produced over 800 lbs. milk in 7 days and over 
3500 Ibs. in 30 days. She has a fourth 7-day record above 
700 lbs. milk and two more above 600 lbs. At her latest 
freshening, at the beginning of her eleven-year-old year’s 
work, she was not given an official 7-day record but was 
started immediately on semi-official test. Only two or 
three other cows of the breed have made such a showing 
on short test and no other of any breed has approached 
her showing for four-year records, either for butterfat 
or for milk.

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Wisconsin’s Holstein Show a Record Breaker 


September 6, 1924

est state fair Holstein show ever held, from the 

standpoint of quality, and centainly the greatest 
in numbers was the show put on by Wisconsin breeders 
here this week. The catalog shows 526 entries of this 
breed from 181 different exhibitors. Some of them 
dropped by the wayside, but there were by actual count 
368 animals shown in the ring in the individual open 
classes, and well over a hundred calves were shown in 
the calf club exhibit for our breed. Every animal shown 
was from Wisconsin, and breeders of this state should 
take correspondingly greater pride in the achievement. 
The various extension agencies of the state, the county 
agents as well as the county Holstein club organizations, 
gave material assistance in lining up the exhibits, while 
Les Oldham, secretary of the State Association has de- 
voted months to this great round up of Wisconsin Hol- 
steins. That the results were worth while cannot be 
doubted by anyone present. The interest with which the 
judging was followed throughout the whole three days 
that were required by Judge Stevens for his placings, 
indicated the popularity of our breed here and demon- 
strated the great publicity value of such an outstanding 
exhibit. Such an exhibit also serves to put new pep 
into every breeder in the state, while the experience 
gained by the very large number of breeders who had 
never before brought their cattle out for big-line show 
ring appraisal, will be felt for years to come. We want 
to say in passing that Ward Stevens’ thorough and pains- 
taking work was much appreciated by both exhibitors and 
ringside, and it was the concensus of opinion that he 
had performed a difficult task in a masterly manner. 


If we were to offer any criticism on the show in gen- 
eral, we would say that it would have been a better ex- 
position of Holstein quality if a hundred head of the tail- 
enders shown had been left at home. This, however, is 
a condition that is always found in connection with the 
county herd contests, and no one has yet found any way 
to get away from it. With the development of the county 
herd idea—there were thirteen that qualified here this 
year—it would seem that the amateur specials for breed- 
ers showing for the first time might well be eliminated, 
and with it a laborious job for the judge, who in a num- 
ber of the classes this year was required to place as 
many as twenty-two or twenty-three animals in a class. 


The prize awards were very widely distributed, no 
less than thirty-three different exhibitors placing animals 
in the first three in one or more classes. Only three ex- 
hibitors succeeded in winning more than one blue ribbon. 
These were the Jefferson County Asylum, Jefferson, which 
was easily the premier breeder and exhibitor at this 
show, with seven firsts, four seconds and three thirds, 
as well as the senior and grand champion female and the 
junior champion male; J. D. McDonald of West Salem, 
with three blues, three reds and four white ribbons. Nine

other exhibitors carried home blue ribbons from the open 
classes, one each, and the Milwaukee County Agricultura] 
School, with two firsts and two seconds. 

The Bull Classes 

With a few notable exceptions the bull classes ran 
rather stronger in quality than did the classes for fe. 
males. In the aged class fourteen were shown and Judge 
Stevens characterized it as the greatest string of aged 
bulls he had ever seen together. Walcowis Ollie Hijlaard, 
champion here for the past three years and All-American 
aged bull of 1923 was dethroned by North Star Joe Home- 
stead, Baltz Hoesley’s great Moscrip-bred bull that was 
grand champion last week, at Aurora. This bull excels 
in head, neck and rump—is more masculine and in fact 
more bull. The Craig Syndicate bull, however, showed 
the wonderful style and finish that have so often carried 
him to the top, and is always a hard bull to beat. Sir 
Johanna Pauline Ormsby, owned by Keyes and Manning, 
in third place, was a bull of wonderful quality, but lack- 
ing somewhat in size. Two of the best bulls in the ring, 
Parthenia Sir Beets, owned by L. V. Garvens, and Sir 
Calamo Wayne, now owned by Robert Ryan, were cut 
down somewhat on account of unsoundness. 

In the three-year-old class Judge Stevens found his 
Grand Champion. This was Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
last year’s Waterloo Grand Champion and All-American 2- 
year-old. This bull who is owned by J. E. Piek of Hart- 
ford, is a massive 3-year-old, so smooth that he would 
probably show even better carrying a little less flesh. 
With a little greater width of pin bones, finer coat and 
secretions, and perhaps a little more breed character in 
the head, he would be almost unbeatable. In fact he is 
almost that as he stands today. 

Another pleasing top was Fred Wiffenbach’s King 
Pontiac Champion Parthenea, last year’s junior champion. 
This bull is a really great 2-year-old bull, and was a se- 
rious contender for the championship. At that, he was 
very closely pressed in his class by Sir Aaltje Dowager 
Segis of the McDonald string. King Mutual Fan, a junior 
yearling representing some of the best of the Hetts breed- 
ing, but owned by the Jefferson County Asylum, was ju- 
nior champion male. 

The Female Classes 

The worst criticism offered by Judge Stevens in re- 
gard to this whole show was in the number of poor udders 
brought .out, particularly in the middle ‘classes. The 
34 aged cows shown were a useful lot, but with nothing 
bordering on the sensational. Barbetta Hengerveld De 
Kol, who placed second to Tillamook Daisy at this fair 
last year, came through into first place. She is a Home- 
stead-bred cow that has milked over 100 lbs. in a day 
at Harvest Farms who sold her in their dispersal to the 
Milwaukee County Agricultural School, where under Tom 
Campion’s management they are building up a real Hol-

judged by R. E. Haeger, surpassed in both numbers 

and quality any show ever held in the big Columbus 
coliseum, including the record breaking show last year 
and the almost equally good show of 1922. Each year 
since 1921 has seen definite progress and the tormer 
Shorthorn and Jersey stronghold has now become one 
of the leading Holstein exhibitions of the country. There 
were 348 Holsteins shown, the second highest breed of 
cattle being the Shorthorns with 330 head. Of the sixty 
odd Holstein exhibitors in the open class, thirty-two dit- 
ferent breeders or breeding firms shared in the prize 
money. 

The five out-of-state exhibitors came from Iowa, In- 
diana, Illinois and Pennsylvania, and could have put on 
a high class show even without any local cattle. The 
Ohio breeders were out in force with seven county herds 
from six different counties, while several other counties 
were well represented by good Holsteins. The junior 
champion female, first prize aged cow, first prize senior 
yearling heifer and both first prize heifer calves were all 
owned in Ohio, as well as many other winners. 

The most successful exhibitor was Hargrove & Arnold 
Farms, Norwalk, Iowa, with their fourth K. P. O. P. 
show herd. This wonderful herd, all descendants of King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, had the senior and grand cham- 
pion cow, junior champion bull, four firsts on bulls, three 
firsts on heifers and all five firsts on groups. The senior 
and grand champion bull was also a K. P. O. P., bred 
by Hargrove & Arnold, and now owned by Pinery Farms, 
Mentor, Ohio. ‘ 


Another successful out-of-state exhibitor was the Jos. 
H. Hill Company, of Richmond, Indiana, the only exhib- 
itor to have two entries inside the money in the aged 
cow class, with twenty-four showing. There were fifty 
senior heifer calves in the ring, the Hill Company plac- 
ing three among the leading ten, and of the eighteen 
junior heifer calves, this firm had four in the first ten. 
A. F. Randolf, Canton, Illinois, showed the first two- 
year-old bull and were inside the mgney in five other 
individual classes. They placed third in three groups 
and fourth in another, the group classes all being very 
strong and well filled. 

H. E. Robertson, York, Pa., had a second on his two- 
year-old bull and several lesser prizes. He was inside 
the first ten in all groups. The other out-of-state ex- 
hibitor, B. S. & S. H. Dragoo, Muncie, Indiana, was a 
contender in several classes, winning several ribbons. 
Both the last mentioned herds would have placed higher 
with better fitting and conditioning. 

Among the locals, Pinery Farms and Monclova Stock 
Farm again divided honors, as in 1923. Pinery had the 
senior and grand champion bull, the first prize senior 
yearling heifer, third prize two-year-old heifer and ani- 
mals inside the money in nearly every class, including

all groups, an important winning being second for graded 
herd. Monclova had the first prize aged cow and their 3- 
year-old entry stood second in class to the grand cham- 
pion female. This herd had second in three groups, young 
herd, calf herd and produce of cow and numerous sec- 
onds, thirds and lesser prizes in the individual classes. 

Other Ohio exhibitors included Fred G. Stroop, Day- 
ton, who had the junior champion heifer and several 
other winners; Chas. P. Grisier, Wauseon, among whose 
winners was the first prize junior heifer calf; the Ona 
Co., Chardon, with a good string of ribbons in both indi- 
vidual classes and groups; Cleveland City Farms, George 
Smithers & Sons, Eldin Demaline, Dept. of Public Wel- 
fare, E. L. Pierce, Karl Nims, Clair Miller and many others. 

The Bull Classes 

Last year’s grand champion, King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, owned by Pinery Farms, repeated this year, 
his two brothers, Friend Piebe, owned by Karl Nims, and 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe Jewel, owned by Hargrove 
& Arnold, standing second and third in the aged class, 
with a fourth son of K. P. O. P., also inside the money. 
There were fourteen aged bulls in the ring with the sen- 
ior champion of 1922 in ninth place, which gives some 
idea of the quality of the show. Last year’s junior cham- 
pion at Columbus, Whitehurst Colantha Artis Lad, owned 
by A. F. Randolph, took first in the two-year-old class 
over the Robertson bull, King Piebe of York 13th. 

The 1923 “All-American” calf, Triune Ormsby Piebe 
27th of the K. P. O. P. string, repeated his winnings of 
the previous week at Aurora, taking first and junior cham- 
pionship. Sons of King Piebe, exhibited by Hargrove & 
Arnold, headed all three of the younger bull classes. 
That they were outstanding in class does not mean that 
there was not plenty of quality below them. 

The Females 

Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall, the Monclova cow that for 
the past two years has been grand champion at Colum- 
bus, again took first in her class but lost out to ‘‘Doro- 
thy” for senior champion. She had a hard cow to beat 
in the aged class, Canary Princess Johanna, owned by 
M. J. Hovr & Son, Napoleon, Ohio, who with a little more 
quality in her udder would be near the top at any show. 
The twelve “tops” selected by Judge Haeger from this 
class of twenty-four were a real credit to the breed. The 
third prize cow, owned by E. L. Pierce, Wellington, Ohio, 
had one of the most perfect udders ever seen. 

There was no stopping Dorothy Ormsby Piebe in the 
three-year-old class, who was made senior and grand 
champion. Showing dry and in the pink of condition, 
she was easily the class of the show. Corwin Colantha 
Florence Ormsby, several months in milk and very thin 
in flesh, lost second place to Monclova’s big white heifer. 

Hargrove & Arnold had both the first two two-year- 
olds, both daughters of King Piebe, with Pinery’s last 
year’s junior champion in third place, she a daughter of

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Holsteins at Canadian National Exhibition 
By R. B. FAITH 


REEDERS of Holstein cattle made a good showing 
B at the Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto, On- 

tario, last week. They led all the other breeds in 
number of entries, came out for the most part with their 
herds well fitted and in the ring staged a mighty struggle 
for the premier honors of the show. For the part they 
played in the general round of effort to make the show 
the great success it turned out to be, credit in liberal 
measure is due. 

All the cattle shown belonged to Ontario breeders, and 
with the exception of one herd came off the Western 
Ontario field. Moreover, they were mostly the property 
of breeders well schooled in the art of showing. Among 
the more prominent were, Messrs. Haley & Lee, Spring- 
ford; Arbogast Bros., Sebringville; A. E. Hulet, Norwich; 
J. W. Innes, Woodstock; Elias Snyder, Burgessville; Dy- 
ment Bros., Dundas; K. B. Reid, Kincardine; W. S. Schell 
& Sons, Woodstock, names all familiar to ringside spec- 
tators and admirers of the breed. The only breeder from 
outside the Western Ontario field was W. J. Elgie of Sault 
Ste. Marie, whose herd had just returned from the West- 
ern Canada circuit, where they had locked horns most 
successfully with the best herds our Western friends could 
bring out. 

On the whole, the females were a stronger lot all 
through than the bulls and that same thing has hapened 
at Toronto before. One would naturally expect to find it 
the other way round in view of the Government cam- 
paigns for better sires. It is to be hoped that resu!ts in 
that direction will be more pronounced in the near future, 
for a good bull is one of the greatest assets a breeder can 
have on his farm. 

The judge this year was R. W. Holtby, of Port Perry, 
Ontario, whose experience as breeder, showman and dem- 
onstrator fitted in well for the job. His placings were 
made on the basis of modern type coupled up with indica- 
tion of heavy production. He was strong on size and 
scale and always looked for a uniform lot to head his 
classes, although in one or two instances he found it 
necessary to break type in order that he might carry out 
an ideal he evidently had in mind. The senior and grand 
championship in the bull classes went to Elgie on King 
Ormsby Piebe Mercedes, which he imported a few months 
ago from Iowa. The reserve went to Hulet on Dixie 
Hartog Echo and the junior championship to Haley & Lee 
on Prince Nisgar Colantha Abbekerk, a sweet straight 
deep bodied senior calf. Elgie also won by a very close 
margin the senior and grand championship cow with Belle 
Hazeltine Ormsby, shown in dry form. , The junior champ- 
ionship went to Schell & Son on their senior yearling 
heifer, Teake Canary Alban. In the class for best county 
herd, Oxford won first and third places, Perth County 
second and fourth.

6 HE BLACK AND WHITES” held an unusual dis- 
| tinction at the lowa State Fair. They numbered 


231 head, which is the largest entry of breeding 
stock that was represented by any other breed, either 
beef or dairy.

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Things Are Going to Be Better 


HE WORLD staff is extremely busy these days trying 
T to cover as many as possible of the leading Holstein 

shows in addition to the regular job of getting oxt 
the weekly issues. During the trips which bring us in 
contact with leading breeders in most of the principal 
Holstein states, we try to keep our “ear to the ground” 
and to get first-hand information as to what these breed- 
ers have in their minds regarding the industry. 

The reports appearing in the World show that the 
Holstein exhibits seem to be attracting more attention 
this year than ever before. Large numbers, lots of qual- 
ity, large and interested galleries following the judging— 
all of them encouraging factors, and significant as show- 
ing the faith our breeders have in the soundness and 
permanence of our industry are the rule at these shows. 

There is also noticeable among breeders wherever 
we have been a very definite feeling that “things are go- 
ing to be better’—that the demand for Holstein breeding 
stock is already improving materially. While the high- 
er prices for cereal grains now prevailing will be of 
more direct concern in their effect upon the prices of feed 
purchased by Holstein breeders than in any other way, 
there is a definite undercurrent of feeling that these higher 
prices will improve the general condition of agriculture 
and thus indirectly but none the less surely the Holstein 
industry. 

Already milk prices are on the up-grade in many im- 
portant markets, which of course means more to Hol- 
stein breeders than to any other class of producers. We 
believe it is more and more evident that the man who 
can keep his feet on the ground during boom times, and 
who has the courage to stick through depression, is the 
man who is going to win out eventually in this business 
of breeding purebred dairy cattle. 


The Milwaukee Demonstration 


HILE it is too early yet for any definite announce- 
WV ment of results in regard to the trial of the White 
Nectar proposition now in progress in the city of 
Milwaukee, we may say that the reception which the 
people of this city are giving to White Nectar Holstein 
Milk is most encouraging. There is a steady and con- 
stant increase in the amount marketed each day under 
this trade mark—and the percentage discontinuing after 
giving it a trial is extremely small—even at three cents 
a guart higher than ordinary milk is selling for. If the 
idea goes across in Milwaukee, it can be made a success 
anywhere. Milwaukee already has an unusually good milk 
supply, and it is noted as a ‘low-priced milk’ town. 
The start already made through the efforts of the 
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Waukesha breeders, with the 
tives of the National Extension Service, that the Board 
of Directors of the Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, in a meeting held at Milwaukee during the state 
tair, decided to throw the influence of this whole organ- 
ization back of the project in Milwaukee, which assumes 
special significance as a ‘demonstrator’ of the whole White 
Nectar milk idea. The Wisconsin directors voted to put 
the matter up to the breeders of the whole state to sup- 
port the idea with a fund of $50,000, to be raised by pop- 


assistance of representa- 


ular subscription, and not ask the Waukesha County 
breeders to put up all the money necessary to carry 
through this demonstration, which if successful, ought 


to mean so much to the entire industry. An announce- 
ment of the details of the plan will be made by the Ex- 
tension Service shortly. It may be of interest to breed- 
ers who are planning to attend the National Dairy Show, 
that if you order milk at any of the principal hotels of 
the city of Milwaukee, you will be served with an at- 
tractive and tasty bottle of White Nectar Holstein Milk. 


\¢ in our editorial last week on “Don’t Pass on Your 
Culls”, was omitted. We are reproducing it herewith. 

I really feel that it is a mistake for the Holstein fra- 
ternity to overlook Porto Rico as a field for selling surplus 
stock. 

“Surely a country that grows grass the year around, 
with a market for whole milk that can never possibly 
be supplied at 18 to 30 cents per quart, should be an 
attractive market for Holstein breeders. 


Probably the attractiveness of the field has been the 
cause of many unscrupulous breeders unloading their 
cull black and whites on this island. Holstein sales 
are held regularly on this island wherein grade cows 
discarded for the butcher in the States are sold at fab- 
ulous prices to the Porto Rican dairyman. 


“Imagine the effect on the future of the Holstein here 
when that Porto Rican dairyman finds that his newly 
acquired cow, for which he paid very likely $350, fails 
to produce over eight or ten pounds per day. True, some 
very good producing Holsteins are to be found on the 
Island, but the majority are scrubs. I saw one scrubby 
looking bull for which the farmer had been induced to 
pay $600, merely because the seller claimed it had cost 
him $1000 in the States only a few weeks previous. 


“Naturally, with one of the densest populations in the 
world and much of the land devoted to other crops, prin- 
cipally sugar cane, all of the milk is consumed whole, 
Cream is not available, milk is too scarce to manufacture 
butter or cheese. The demand is for milk, quantity 
rather than quality.

Cull for Economic Production 


E RECENTLY received trom Mr. A. lL. Haecker of 
W Nebraska, a letter relative to the subject of ec- 
onomic production. The advice of this well known 


dairy authcrity seems to us to be so sound and so ap- 
plicable to existing conditions that we are reproducing it 


herewith. Prof. Haecker says: 

“This is an excellent time to study economic production. 
So long as we had a high market little attention was paid 
to this subject. Now with a lower price for dairy products 
more attention will be given to the subject of producing 
with economy. 

“This is a competitive world, and more and more our 
farmers are finding it necessary to meet competition from 
their own community, and from county, state and even for- 
eign countries. Nature’s law of the survival of the fittest will 


in the end dominate, and the fittest in dairying will be the 
man who understands the factors of economic production. 
“We hear quite a little about over-production of dairy) 
products. We are, it is true, producing more than we have 
for some time, and there is more butter and cheese on the 
market than there has been for several years. With im- 
portations and increased interest in dairying we may expect 
a temporary over-production and a much lower price. With 
cheaper dairy products consumption will be stimulated. 
Thousands of people who have been using butter substitutes 
will return to butter. People practicing economy will be in- 
clined to spread it on thicker. They will use more cream on 
their breakfast food and in their coffee, and the chances 


increased consumption will quickly pick up the

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countries and we hope will increase consumption in foreign 
lands. . : 

“This low market will turn a good many away from the 
dairy business. They will let the calves suck the cows anid 
will remark to their neighbors that it don’t pay to milk, 
and the pendulum will eventually swing back. Dairying is not 


a lazy man’s job. The price of success in the dairy comes 
rather high, and not so very many are willing to pay. Men 
who have good cows and are giving them good care need 


have no welry, in fact we will probably see a splendid market 
for better bred dairy cattle stimulated by the very fact that 
only such will survive with low prices 

“This is an excellent time to cull the herd, weed out the 
unprofitable cows and fill their places if you wish to increase 
your herd with good animals. Cow Testing Associations have 
demonstrated for many years that the large producing cows 
are the greatest profit makers. These Associations have also 
proven that liberal feeding of balanced rations will prove 
the most profitable. 

“Only a small percent of the dairy cows of this country 
are dairy bred animals. There is room for fifty years of cull- 
ing, testing and breeding and still we will be far from where 
we should be. Keep in mind that some of the dairy breeds 
have already required several hundred years to build. 

“Cows that freshen in fall and early winter as a rule produce 
the largest records. In a crop-growing country such as this why 
not have the cows freshen during the winter months when 
the prices for butterfat are high. Most of our farmers are 
still following in the old rut of having their cows freshen 
in the spring, and when they are the busiest with their 
farm work they have the most milking to do. This should 
be corrected. 

“There never was a better time to enter the dairy bus- 
iness and be sure of a future and a profit, but this reward 
will fall to the man who uses the right cow and gives her 
the right care. A country that produces cheap feed will in 
the end survive. The first man to quit the business is the 
fellow with the low producing cow, feeding a high priced 
ration composed of shipped-in foodstuffs. Where alfalfa and 
corn can be produced on the farm there is little need for 
worry over making money in the dairy, especially if the 
right cows and methods are used.”

Reynolds Reports Scottish Meeting 
Editor's Note: 

James A. Reynolds, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, was desig- 
nated by the Board of Directors at Richmond, Virginia, to at- 
tend the meeting of Scottish cattle breeders held at Edinburgh, 
in June. The following is a brief summary of Mr. Reynold’s 
observations at this conference. His complete report will be 
presented to the Board of Directors at its next meeting, pre- 
sumably at the National Dairy Show at Milwaukee 

HE writer has just returned from Edinburgh, Scot- 

land, where he represented the Holstein-Friesian As- 

sociation at the Scottish Cattle Breeders’ Conference. 
This meeting was international in its character, there 
being delegates present from nearly every part of the 
civilized world. 

While the meeting was termed a “breeders’ conference” 
it very early took on, and in fact became a meeting of 
scientists. Like nearly every other representative breed- 
er present, I very much doubt the benefits to be de- 
rived from the meeting by the practical breeder. The 
benefits expected, would in my opinion be far too ex- 
pensive to obtain, and in the case of the American breed- 
er, would be far too slow in maturing. To me, and in 
fact, to every other breeder there that I spoke to, the 
meeting proved very interesting, to the many scientists 
present, it was I think an intellectual feast. Many papers 
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were read by scientists from many countries, but the 
two outstanding men in my opinion, and the two men 
who easily dominated the meeting, were Americans, name- 
ly—Doctor L. J. Coie of the Chief Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, Washington, D. C., and Mr. E. N. Wentworth, of 
the Armour Company, Chicago, III. 

One day was spent in discussing what breed associa- 
tions could do for its members, and in this connection 
our association came to the front, for aside from showing 
what our Advanced Registry Department has done for 
the Holstein cow, and therefore for the breeder, our True 
Type Models were placed upon the platform, and a lec- 
ture was given about them, by Mr. Wentworth and it was 
explained that while we lead the world in testing for Ad- 
vanced Registry, we had not forgotten individuality. Our 
models came in for general approval from nearly all breed- 
ers present, and it was the concensus of opinion, that the 
models represented a splendid piece of progressive work 
of a progressive breed association. 

The conference lasted an entire week, two meetings 
each day, and in some cases three, hence you will readily 
see that space would not begin to permit of a report of 
all that took place at the conference, however, the entire 
proceedings will shortly be published in book form. Both 
our breed papers will be furnished with a copy, and I am 
quite sure that they will print and discuss the papers 
which in their opinion will be of interest to our member- 
ship. 

By leaving the ship at Plymouth, and taking the fast 
train to London, I got there just in time to attend the 
Royal Show, which was held at Liecester, England. This 
is truly a great cattle show, and while it does not com- 
pare in size in regard to the number of cattle shown at 
our National Dairy Show, they do show some wonderful 
cattle. 

When Col. Edwards (who was our guest at the last 
National Dairy Show), and who represents the British 
Friesian Society, told us he did not like our bulls, but did 
like our cows, there were many of us who could not un- 
derstand his logic, but I can understand him now, for at 
the Royal Show, in the aged bull class, the three bulls 
that were placed first, second and third, were the most 
magnificent bulls I have ever seen. The females, those 
in milk, did not impress me so well, and while the cow 
that was placed first in the aged cow class would com- 
pare very favorably with our very best cows, the bal- 
ance of those in milk, would I think be beaten in most 
any of our State Fairs. However, in the younger classes, 
they showed some wonderful animals, nearly all of whom 
would be able to compete with our best, and would make 
a real contest. This will show that the English breeder 
is coming fast. 

The work of the British Judge, in my opinion, does not 
begin to compare with ours, for, as.far as I could see, 
no physical examination was made, and all the judging 
was done by locking at the animal from a distance. I 
am quite sure that any one of our leading Judges could 
give our British cousins a lot of advice on the way to 
judge Holstein cattle. In that connection it would not sur- 
prise me to learn that at no distant day, some one of our 
good judges will be invited to judge at the Royal Show. 

Owing to the prevalance of the Foot and Mouth disease 
over there, I did not think it wise to visit the many herds 
that I should have liked to have seen. However, I am 
glad to be able to say, that when I left Great Britian, the 
Government was fast getting it under control. I want 
to take this opportunity of thinking the Board of Direc- 
tors for electing me as the representative of the Holstein 
Association at this great conference. It was a great honor, 
and I appreciate it.

Community Breeding of Holsteins in Hardwick, Mass. 


rated as a dairy state, the num- 

ber of dairy cows in Worcester 
County is only exceeded by a few 
counties in the New England states. 
The town of Hardwick in this county 
is noted as a milk producing section. 
About 1800 cows are kept in this 
town and over 10,000 quarts are mar- 
keted daily. The land is probably of 
glacial deposit origin, which accounts 
for its rough topography, stony pas- 
tures and meadows. But the fertility 
of the soil cannot be excelled. The 
loam soil is very deep and in the sum- 
mer when neighboring sections are 
pretty well dried out, the farmers in 
this section are still pasturing their 
cows on luxuriant pastures. This is 
why dairying has gained such a strong 
foothold in the community. 

About fifteen years ago the cows 
were of a heterogenous mixture as 
to breeding. Durhams were quite in 
evidence from the days when beef 
raising had been a side line to the 
dairy industry. Quite a few Holsteins 
were to be found but they were for 
the most part grades that had been 
brought in. At that time the leading 
farmers in town got together with a 
view of unifying the breeds into one. 
After due consideration, and because 
they realized that Hardwick was an 
important milk center, the Holstein 
was chosen as the most economical 
cow for the section. 

About a half dozen farmers went 
into New York and Vermont where 
they purchased some choice purebred 
females. Good bulls, mostly of Colan- 
tha breeding were brought in to head 
these herds. As the cows freshened 
the bul! calves were very readily 
bought by the other farmers to head 
their herds. The original farmers 
who had started this movement were 
public spirited enough to leave these 
young bulls in their own town at a 
nominal price than to try to dispose 
of them to better advantage in some 
other community. 

In a few years the results were ap- 
parent. Farmers who had never be- 
fore used a purebred sire were now 
rapidly grading up their herds. To- 
day, with the exception of a large 
Guernsey farm in that town, over 
90 per cent of the cattle are grade 
and purebred Holsteins. Whereas the 
average production per cow for the 
state is around 4,000 pounds of milk 
the average production for the town of 
Hardwick is near 6,000 lbs. and one 
herd of 25 head had an average last 
year of 10,000 lbs. The type of the 
herds is very excellent, in fact they 
would compare very favorably as a 
whole to those of any dairy section 
in the country. Every herd of a 
dozen or more head can show one or 
two very outstanding individuals. 
Along with better livestock came the 
individuals’ pride in keeping - their 
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stock better. They were better 
housed and better fed. Many of the 
cows in winter are just as trim and 
neat as they are when in pasture in 
the summer. 


It must be remembered that these 
cows are all owned by ordinary farm- 
ers who derive their living from the 
sale of milk. Consequently they have 
not been in a position to afford to do 
much official testing, and in the few 
cases where this has been done, the 
farmers could not afford to give their 
cows a long rest period or the thor- 
ough fitting which they receive on 
some of the larger establishments. To 
date about 15 cows have advanced 
registry records, three out of this 
number being over 26 pounds of but- 
ter in 7 days. 

The farmers have been taking quite 
an interest in local cow testing as- 
sociation work. It has been an inter- 
esting fact to the writer that a large 
number of inquiries are from prospec- 
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tive farmer buyers who are willing to 
accept cow testing association rec- 
ords on the ancestry of the stock in 
question. In a milk contest which 
was run in Hardwick a few years ago 
the farmers were allowed to select 
six cows and milk them for one year. 
Prizes were offered for the highest 
individual cows and for the herds 
producing the largest amount of milk. 
Seven herds entered this contest of 
which number, 4 herds completed the 
year. It was interesting to note, that 
although this contest was open to 
grade and purebred Holsteins, the 
first honors were won by a purebred 
cow who produced 19,980 pounds of 
milk. All these animals were kept 
under their usual conditions and were 
not milked any oftener than the in- 
dividual would have milked them if 
he were not in the contest. Four 
cows were over 14,000 pounds of milk 
for the year, while fourteen were over 
10,000 pounds. The lowest cow to 
finish produced 8,516 pounds. The 
highest herd of 6 cows averaged 13,- 
286 pounds per cow, the second 12,799, 
the third 9,868, while the fourth av- 
eraged 9,674. 


The town of Hardwick, through an 
endowment fund has been attempting 
to aid the local farmers in their com- 
munity breeding. Three years ago a 
community sire was bought for the

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Another Good Southern Herd 


One of the good herds of Hoisteins 
in the South is maintained on the 
farm of the Thomasville Baptist 
Orphanage at Thomasville, North 
Carolina. At the present time this 
herd consists of 120 head of whch 70 
are cows in milk. Most of them are 
purebred and the grades will be re- 
placed gradually by registered ani- 
mals. 

The herd at this institution was 
established 17 years ago with a few 
grade Holsteins. In April, 1913, the 
first registered Holstein bull, Hen- 
gerveld Boness De Kol, and two pure- 
bred heifers, Brookside Katie De Kol 
2d and De Kol Hengerveld Beryl, 
were purchased from P. H. Hanes of 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina. From 
this time until the present, the Or- 
phanage herd has grown and im- 
proved steadily. The other herd sires 
in use during this time were V. P. 
I. Viney Veeman Boy, Kione Buckeye 
and Sir Inka Prilly Segis Abo, who 
is the present senior herd sire and 
was’ purchased from Winterthur 
Farm at Wilmington, Delaware. At 
the national Holstein sale held at 
Richmond this year another Winter- 
thur bull was purchased, Winterthur 
King Ormsby Eminent. Two purebred 
females were also purchased at this 
sale. 


The entire milk supply is consumed 
by the 700 children in the Orphange, 
an institution that is supported en- 
tirely by freewill offerings. Dr. M. 
L. Kesler is general manager and 
B. F. Crutchfield is in charge of the 
dairy. 

The reasons for selecting Hol- 
steins for this institution, as outlined 
by Dr. Kesler are (1) the Holstein 
cow is considered hardier than the 
Jersey; (2) she gives more milk: and 
(3) whole Holstein milk seems to us 
to be better and more palatable. 

Holsteins held all places on the 
Honor Roll for May, except for one 
Jersey and one Ayrshire, each of 
which just exceeded the minimum re- 
quirements. The leader by a wide 
margin was Varsity Derby Esther, 
owned by University of Nebraska, 
Lincoln, with 7.341 lbs. fat to her 
credit in the two days of her official 
test.

stein herd. Pearl Barbetta De Kol 2d, a 1000-lb. cow 
in the Carnation herd was a close second. 

Madam Artis Wayne Denver won in a walk in the 
three-year-old class, and met no serious contender for 
Grand Championship, her second of the season in as 
many starts. As everyone knows she was the sensation 
of the 1923 season as a 2-year-old, and is owned by the 
Jefferson County Asylum. Probably the best female class 
of the show was the senior yearling class. Although it 
did not produce a champion animal, the quality ran down 
farther. Incidentally it was quite a triumph for the Jeffer- 
son County Asylum, which placed four daughters of their 
herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince in the 
money, including first, second and fourth. The junior 
champion female was the senior heifer calf, Nockdair 
Model Canary Parthenea, owned by Baird Bros., of Wau- 
kesha, who won in a class of 60. This heifer is. out- 
standing, a regular little cow today in appearance. Her 
fight for championship was with the Jefferson County 
senior yearling, but the calf won on better dairy quality, 
as well as in neck, shoulder, pins and udder. The Baird 
heifer is especially interesting in that her dam, Nock- 
dair De Kol Parthenea, was National Junior Champion 
in 1920, and that same year won in a class of eighty senior 
heifer calves at Wisconsin. The sire of the heifer is a 
son of Cedar Lawn Canary Paul, National Grand Cham- 
pion, and the sire’s dam likewise was a show cow that 


has beaten Wisconsin champions. These facts are in- 
teresting to students of breeding.

TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 
WORK DURING JUNE 


There were 490,028 head of cattle 
tested in 44,742 herds during the 


month of June, according to a report 
issued by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. Of this number, the 
State of Iowa leads with a total of 
93,264 head in 6,736 herds, with Wis- 
consin coming next with 58,487 head 
tested in 3,677 herds. There are now 
thirty-eight “Modified Accredited” 
counties in the United States. The 
total of cattle once-tested free now 
numbers 4,772,836 head in 529,018 
herds. Missouri leads all other states 
in this respect with 429,902 head, 
Wisconsin coming next with 397,831 
head. There are now 48,273 accred- 
ited herds, containing 920,370 head of 
cattle in the United States. Wiscon- 
sin leads for number of head with 95,- 
423 in 4,261 herds, while New York 
has 93,789 head in 7,467 herds which 
are accredited. The total number of 
cattle under supervision is now well 
over the seven million mark, the ex- 
act figures being 7,374,093 head in 
705,906 herds. Iowa leads in this re- 
spect by a large margin with 717,982 
head in 43,492 herds, while Wisconsin 
just noses out New York for second 
place with 534,013 head in 37,616 
herds, New York having 532,884 head 
in 27,678 herds. There is a waiting 
list of 2,758,497 head in 257,569 herds.

bred females in town. The main 
characteristics that were sought for 
were type, and long distance records 
with a high test for butterfat on the 
yearly record work. After much de- 
liberation a son of Sir Aaggie Mead 
De Kol, “the richest bred long dis- 
tance bull in the world,” whose 7 
nearest dams average 1,129 pounds of 
butter out of 24,494 pounds of milk in 
a year, was purchased. The com- 
munity bull, Fairmont Mead De Kol, is 
out of a 31-pound 3%-year-old grand- 
daughter of Spring Farm King Pontiac 
and a great granddaughter of Henger- 
veld De Kol. On his sire’s side this 
bull comes from the famous Aralia 
De Kol breeding which is used to a 
very large extent in the better known 
California herds. Prince Aaggie of 
Berylwood is 100 per cent the same 
breeding as the sire of this community 
bull. Although none of the daughters 
of this bull have as yet come into 
milk they are a very promising lot and 
there has been a good demand from 
the farmers for the bull calves of this 
sire. 

A community fair is held in the 
center of Hardwick nearly every year. 
The Holsteins are led down to the 
Common and are tied in a hollow 
square. The judges who have been 
present in the recent years have pro- 
nounced this showing to equal that of 
several of our New England States’ 
fairs. Keen and friendly rivalry is 
felt amongst the town exhibitors and 
often a younger and new breeder has 
captured the highest honors. 

The ultimate result which is 
reached after in this community is 
to still further perfect the breed so 
that buyers will know the section as 
a place where they can come in and 
with little trouble pick out what they 
want. The low price on Holsteins 
has been a boon to the average farm- 
er as he can now procure top notch 
animals at a price that is within his 
reach and while he is building up his 
herd, he has not a lot of money in- 
vested in his milk production side 
of his business. The advantage of 
one breed for a community gives the 
people a spirit of cooperation and 
makes it easier to exchange bul!s and 
females without a detriment to the 
breed of cows as a whole.

SOME 305-DAY PRODUCERS WITH- 
OUT CREDIT 
The 305-day division was establish- 


ed as a regular prize division but 
without any calving requirement, 
starting with the year 1916-17. In 


the year 1919-20, a new rule was made 
under which no record for 305 days, or 
less, would be accepted in the 3%05- 
day division unless the cow freshened 
again with a living calf within four- 
teen months from her previous fresh- 
ening. The advantages of having this 
calving requirement are fairly obvious 
and were thoroughly discussed in the 
Holstein and dairy publications and 
elsewhere, before the measure was 
passed. Something in the nature of 
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an injustice was done, however, to 
many good cows and heifers, in that 
none ot the records made between 
1916 and 1919 are considered as 305- 
day records by the Advanced Regis- 
try office, whether or not the animals 
really did freshen again within the 
fourteen months period. 

Since the publication in the World 
some time ago of the list of leaders 
in the 305-day division as furnished 
by the Advanced Registry office, var- 
ious breeders have written us, call- 
ing our attention to omissions from 
the list. On checking up, we find that 
these were all cases of records made 
between 1916 and 1919, and so are not 
recognized as 305-day records by the 
Advanced Registry, even though the 
cows and heifers in question did actu- 
ally satisfy the calving requirement. 

Following is a list of a few of the 
records for 305 days or less made from 
1916 to 1919, and which are not ac- 
cepted now, as true 305-day records, 
although we happen to know that they 
freshened again within the fourteen- 
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when completed, will be the largest 
structure of its kind and purpose 
on any exposition or fair ground 
in America.

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ASSOCIATION POLICIES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Among Holstein breeders there are 
honest differences of opinion as to 
the wisdom of the policies under- 
lying the present extension program 
of the national Association. This 
program includes full provision for 
the maintenance of a system of state 
organizations each under the charge 
of a paid secretary; and in addition 
the program calls for the employment 
of a salaried staff for the administra- 
tive work of the national bureau. 

In defense of the present plan is 
submitted an elaborate schedule of 
activities engaging the attention of 
the various state associations, county 
meetings, calf clubs, legislative efforts, 
public sales, assistance in negotiating 
private sales; and on the part of the 
national bureau, supervision of state 
organizations, publication and distri- 
bution of lists of buyers and sellers, 
arranging for breed _ representation 
by means of booths at agricultural 
and dairy shows, publication of news 
items concerning Holstein records in 
newspapers and agricultural journals 
and publication and distributation of 
literature relating to Holsteins and 
Holstein milk, also the preparation 
and placing of paid advertising. 

Advocates of the present system 
maintain that under the difficult con- 
ditions of recent years it has been 
increasingly important that special 
effort be devoted to extension activi- 
ties. The extension bureau is cred- 
ited with effective work in keeping 
the Black and White breed before the 
public during these years of business 
depression, and it is argued that with- 
out such effort the Holstein industry 
would be in a far less favorable con- 
dition than it is to day. 

Opponents of the extension system

what it costs. Conceding the advan- 
tages of state and county organiza- 
tions they wonder if such organiza- 
tions cannot be successfully main- 
tained without the heavy expense of 
highly salaried state secretaries. 
Acknowledging and appreciating the 
valuable advertising benefits accruing 
to the breed as the result of Mr. 
Koenig’s work as_ Holstein press 
agent, they wonder if his effective 
effort in this direction does not com- 
prise about all that is worth while in 
our publicity program, and if so, 
whether or not a numerous staff of 
salaried extension workers in ad- 
dition is at all necessary. They con- 
tend that an undue proportion of the 
money used for extension purposes 
goes into salaries and far too little 
into actual advertising of the breed 
and of Holstein milk, and that now of 
all times the breeder ought not to be 
called upon to bear the burden of un- 
necessary expenditure to maintain an 
army ‘of employes who cannot show 
definite results in return for their 
wages. 

On both sides are men of honest 
convictions, earnestly devoted to the 
breed and interested in the things 
that make for its advancement. On 
both sides there is much to be said. 
Neither side is wholly right or wholly 
wrong. There is evident need of con- 
tinuous publicity for the breed and to 
be effective it must be planned and 
carried out under expert’ direc- 
tion. Professional skill of the kind 
demanded for this important work 
commands good pay and money spent 
for capable service of this character 
is wisely spent. On the other hand 
we must guard against the tendency 
to multiply personnel needlessly. 
The money that goes into the pockets 
of unproductive field men and exten- 
sion workers, if there are such, is 
money that has to come out of the 
pockets of hard-working farmers. 
Because it is so easily possible to de- 
vise methods of taxation in the Hol- 
stein industry that will bring immense 
sums into the treasury we must be 
more alert to avoid any occasion for 
unwarranted expeniture. 

These are matters that a self-seek- 
ing administration would not allow an 
official publication of the breed, if 
there were one, to make mention of; 
and these are questions that a breed 
publication avowedly committed to 
one side or the other would not admit 
to its columns. An independent Hol- 
stein paper dedicated to the best in- 
terests of the breed which it serves 
can well afford to allow space for 
free expression of opinion on any 
question of Association policy. 





MILK AS FOOD TO BE CHIEF 
FEATURE OF STATE FAIR 
DAIRY EXHIBIT 


The tremendous volume of milk 
produced in New York and the value 
of milk and dairy products as food 
will be predominant features of a 
mammoth dairy exhibit under’ the 
joint direction of the State Experi- 
ment Station, the College of Agricul- 
ture, and the Department of Farms 
and Markets at the State Fair at 
Syracuse, Sept. 8-13. Mechanical de- 
vices, moving pictures, chickens fed 
diets with and without milk, and oth- 
er methods will be employed to carry 
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the story of the health-giving quali- 
ties of milk. 

A miniature Niagara Falls which 
will have a flow of fluid milk passing 
over the brink at the rate of 250 gal- 
lons per minute will be the chief fea- 
ture of the display. Flowing from a 
pool at the foot of the Falls, the milk 
will pass through miniature factories 
and will come out on the other side 
in the shape of finished dairy prod- 
ucts, such as butter, cheese, con- 
densed milk, etc. 

Grouped about the Falls will be 
demonstrations by food _ specialists 
from the College of Agriculture on 
the preparation of dairy dishes and 
on the use of dairy products for food. 
Other features of the exhibit will il- 
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lustrate the advantages of milk and 
milk dishes in the diet. 

Near the Falls will be a free mo- 
tion picture display in operation 
throughout the day. Many pictures 
showing the food value of milk will 
be exhibited.

DAIRYMAN SHOULD SCAN FEED 


MARKET 
Prices Look to be as High or Higher 
This Winter, Says Cornell Pro- 
fessor. 


Feed prices, says H. A. Hopper of 
the state college of agriculture at 
Ithaca, are apt to remain at the pres- 
ent level or go higher during the 
coming season. Reasons for this are 
that labor and freight rates are still 
high and that the 1924 corn estimate 
is reported to be about one-fifth less 
than last year’s crop. 

On the other’ hand, _ Professor 
Hopper points out, a good wheat crop 
with renewed activity in milling flour 
may produce enough wheat  by-prod- 
ucts to depress the market, so that it 
is extremely difficult this year to pre- 
dict with any degree of certainty 
winter prices of feeds. 

The dairyman making plans for his 
winter production must include some 
grain, Professor Hopper says, but 
with feed dealers and jobbers every- 
where cautious and in the dark con- 
cerning the recent rise in feed stuffs, 
the best that can be done is to follow 
the price movements, confer fre- 
quently with the dealer, and buy for 
cash. 

HOW TO WHIP CREAM 
Dairy Specialists to Exhibit Ways 
and Means of Obtaining Best Re- 
sults. 


How to whip cream _ successfully 
will be demonstrated as a_ special 
feature of the dairy exhibit of the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station at the State Fair in Syracuse 
next month. The Station exhibit will 


be part of a joint display of the 
Geneva Station, the Department of 
Farms and Markets at Albany, and 
the College of Agriculture at Ithaca 


in which an effort will be made to 
show what various State agencies are 
doing for the dairy industrv of New 
York and the importance of dairying 
in this State. 

Low temperatures and a high per- 
centage of fat are the chief factors 
which contribute to the successful 
whipping of cream, say the Station 
dairy specialists. Holding cream at 
low temperatures for several hours 
will improve the whipping quality of 
the product, even if the cream is not 
particularly rich in fat. 

Cream containing 30 per cent fat 
and cooled to 40 to 50 degrees and 
held for 24 hours is in prime condi- 
tion for whipping, it is said. Thinner 
cream will whip well if held at.a low 
temperature sufficiently long. Pas- 
teurization seems to reduce the 
whipping quality of cream, but cool- 
ing and ageing will. overcome this 
effect to a large extent. Samples of 
real cream which have been whipped 
under various conditions will be on 
display to illustrate the right and 
wrong way of handling cream for 
whipping.
